troops get out of the canal area. 

The fighting began in Ismailia, 
a midway point in the canal 
zone, at dawn. It ended shortly 
after noon, the British said, when 
Egyptian police resistance col- 
lapsed. 

Outnumbered two to one, the 
police had been under orders to 
fight to the bitter end. They 
fired 60,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion before they yielded. 

Fighting at Two Points. 

The fighting occurred at two 
main centers—the Egyptian 
health center two blocks from the 
police headquarters and at police 
headquartegs itself. 

Between 500 and 600 police 
filed out of the headquarters 
building and surrendered short- 
ly after noon. Two hours earlier, 
Lancashire Fusiliers moved in 
under a smoke screen and cap- 
tured between 200 and 300 others 
who had been sniping from the 
Egyptian health center. 

Ismailia has been the center 
of intense British and Egyptian 
clashes for a week. During a 
battle last Saturday an American 
nun was killed. Britain’s main 
military headquarters in the Suez 
Canal Zone is lecated just out- 
side the city. 

‘Unprovoked Attacks.’ 

The British ordered the Egyp- 
tian police to lay down their arms 
this morning. They said the 
Egyptians were guilty of “un- 
provoked attacks” and the policé® 
had “failed to maintain order.” 

The British said their drive was 
aimed particularly at 800 to 1000 
auxiliary police who flocked into 
the city to aid the regular police 
in mid-October when trouble first 
broke out in the Canal Zone 

The Britis charged the auxili- 
aries incited and fought in Canal 
Zone skirmishes and joined guer- 
rillas in Saturday's battle. 

(In London, the British Foreign 
Office said Egypt had refused a 
request that the police be dis- 
armed. The British added there 
is “abundant evidence to show 
that these police have both con- 
nived at and taken an active part” 
in attacks on British troops. ~*

Cook County Parallel. 

Similarly, in Cook county,

S. Boyle when Stevenson refused 
to indorse the prosecutor. Boyle 
remained in the race but the Cook 
county slate-making committee 
picked Judge John Gutknecht to 
run for the job. 

The Governor has been crit- 
ical of Boyle’s administration, 
stating that he thought Boyle was 
lax in his handling of gambling 
law violations. Boyle testified 
before the Senate Crime Investi- 
gating Committee in October 1950 
that he represented Trans-Amer- 
ican Press Service, a Capone syn- 
dicate racing news agency, before 
his election to office in 1948. 
Boyle said he handled civil mat- 
ters for the news agency. 

Former Probate Judge Anthony 
W. Daly of Alton said his de- 
cision to enter the race for the 
Democratic nomination for state’s 
attorney in Madison county was 
influenced by Gov.

Environment Ca uses 
Many Boys to Run 
Away, League Says — 
Whipping Opposed. 


Bellefontaine Farms, city insti- 
tution whose superintendent has 
been ordered discharged, provides 
an environment which causes 
many boys to run away, the Child 
Welfare League of America said 
in a report made public today. 

The league submitted its find- 
ings of a recent survey to. the 
Board of Children Guardians, 
which recently: directed the firing 


of Carl H. Soest, superintendent 
of Bellefontaine Farms for the 
last 35 years. 

Blame was placed partly on 
Soest and partly on the board for 
conditions at the institution. 

“A quickening of concern which 
recently led to this survey is in 
contrast to years of perfunctory 
action of the board, which some- 
times could better be described 
as inactivity,” the league said. 

“Except for festival occasions, 
such as graduation days, there 
has been almost no visiting at the 
institution by members of the 
board.” 

Soest, on the other hand, made 
only limited effort to inform the, 
board of problems meeting atten- 
tion, the league declared. 

“This seemed to be due partly 
to a feeling of frustration—the 
executive’s awareness of the very 
limited interest on the part of 
the board,” it was stated. 

Soest’s Complacency Criticized. 

“In part, however, it seemed 
due to the executive’s own com- 
placency—his_ satisfaction with, 
or at least his tolerance of, situ- 
ations needing critical attention 
of the entire administration. 

“To his credit, however, the 
superintendent can point to prob- 
lems which he has called to the 
attention of the board on which 
there has been no effective re- 
sponse, as in his efforts to ob- 
tain better-qualified cotfage su- 
pervisors.’ 

In many respects, the institu- 
tional care at Bellefontaine ¥ arms 
“is out of date and leaves much 
to be desired if it is to meet pres- 
ent day standards for children 
who are showing* delinquent be- 
havior,” the League’s report said. 

It recommended elimination of 
all forms of whipping and the 
punishment, of “standing in line” 
as now practiced at the Farms. 
It also advocated abolition of the 
rule forbidding smoking. 

The league found that educa- 
tion of the boys at the Farms “is, 
in most cases, unsatisfactory, 
either in terms of academic or vo- 
cational training.” Also noted 
was “little provision for recre- 
ation”—a condition described as 
one of the “most obvious and 
urgent needs” for correction, 

Other Recommendations. 

Other recommendations 
cluded: 

Scrapping of the merit system 
requiring a certain number of 
points for discharge from the in- 
stitution. 

Abolishing restrictions on letter 
writing and encouraging visitors 
for the boys. 

Changing the rising hour. (5:30 
in the summer, 6 in winter) so

that the inmates get more sleep 


conducive to health. 

However, the survey disclosed 
the health of the boys is “good.” 
The meals, it was reported, are 
“reasonably well Balanced and are 
more ample than in most institu- 
tions.” 

Weekly checkups by physician 
and nurse are helping to “prevent 
certain illnesses and certain han- 
dicaps,” the report pointed out. 

The Child Welfare League also 
made a survey of Meramec Hills, 
city institution for delinquent 
girls, and the Board of Children 
Guardians “placing out’ division. 

The quality of casework serv- 
ice in the placing-out division 
must be improved through em- 
ployment of professionally- 
trained workers, more adequate 
supervision and finding and de- 
veloping of “better corps of fos- 
ter,parents,” the league said.

\Pentagon’s Volunteer U.M.T. Plan 
Assailed by School Representative

Calls Proposal for Quick Start on Training 
‘Subterfuge’ — Draft Boards to Con- 


Older Men. 


+ WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP)— 
A Pentagon plan to start univer- 
sal military training quickly 
through volunteers was termed a 
“clear subterfuge” today by a 
representative of 450 junior col- 
leges. 

Military leaders last week pro- 
posed starting a limited U.M.T. by 
taking 60,000 volunteers for six 


months’ training ahd 18 months’ 
active duty. 

Col. James L. Conrad, chair- 
man of the legislative research 
committee of the American Asso- 
ciation of Junior Colleges, called 
this a “subterfuge” today in a 
statement to the House Armed 
Services Committee. 

As the committee continued 
open hearings on U.M.T., there 
were these related developments: 

1. Selective Service, seeking to 
level -off induction ages of draf- 
tees in each state, ordered draft 
boards to try to fill the 52,500 
February quota with men who 
will be at least 21 years old when 
inducted. This means many 
younger men who faced the Feb- 
ruary draft may get a breathing 
spell; but some childless hus- 
bands may be called into service. 

The Selective Service policy 
has called for taking older men 
first all along, but there are more 
older men in some areas than in 
others. As a result, some local 
boards have exhausted their sup- 
plies, while boards in nearby 
counties have not. 

It was emphasized that there 
will be no change in state quotas, 
but under the new order—which 
officials said will extend beyond 
February—there will be a shift in 
calls to local boards within states. 

Those with older men may call 
far more than usual, areas in 
which they are exhausted may not 
call any—unless the state quota 


falls short. In that case, the local 
boards must call 20-year-olds or 
even those 19 if necessary. 

2. Mobilization Director Charles 
E. Wilson said a survey shows 2,- 
000,000 disabled Americans could 
be put to work in America’s de- 
fense program. He said they not 
only would add to the labor force, 
‘but would be converted from “tax 
consumers into tax producers.” He 
‘said it was “sheer waste” not to 
use these persons now. 

Co'. Conred te'd the commit- 
‘ee siudying U.M.T, that the mili- 
tary proposal for 69,060 U.M.T. 
| volunteers is an “attempt to con- 
‘ceal the real issue from the Ameri- 
'can people.” 
| “The recommendations for 
universal, compulsory and perma- 
nent peacetime policy of military 
training should be met head on 
as a single issue,” he said. “It 


should not be a rider to any other 
legislation and it should not be 
initiated on a deceptive basis.” 

Military officials testifited that 
the 60,000 volunteers would be 
drafted next year, if they were 
not absorbed in a skeleton U.M.T. 
program. They said they wanted to 
start some form of U.M.T. as 
quickly as possible to gain experi- 
ence. The “volunteer plan,” they 
said, could be started at no extra 
cost six months after Congress 
approves. 


Col. Conrad proposed instead an 
association-drafted plan that 
young men’ be given training 
through an expanded National 
Guard or through such organiza- 
tions as R.O.T.C, that would per- 
mit them simultaneously to con- 
Ainue their educations. 


If, at 18% years, they do not 
accept one of these methods or 
volunteer for regular service, eli- 
gible youths should be subject to 
draft, he said. 


The committee received a pro- 
test also against the “persecu- 
tion” of conscientious objectors by 
some officials administering pres- 
ent selective service laws.

New York Governor Says 
Only Threat of Reprisal

NEW YORK, Jan. 25 (AP)— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey said last 
night that the free world is 
courting catastrophe if it fails to 
take prompt action against ag- 
gression in Southeast Asia. 

He repeated his months-old de- 
mand for a mutual defense treaty 
of free Pacific nations and said: 

“We should make it clear that 
we will not hesitate to use every 


weapon at our command and} 


every weapon we may develop in 
the future in the manner that 
hurts the aggressor most.” 

“The ‘only thing a dictator un- 
derstands is force,” said Dewey, 
“in this case a warning that if he 
invades his free neighbors, he 
will be destroyed. That warning 
must be delivered by nations 
which have the will and the ca- 
pacity to make it good. If we is- 
sue such a w g and mean it, 
I believe the. dictator will stay 
home and we will have peace. If 
we do not issue such a warning 
I believe we will have war.” 

Dewey, who - traveled widely 
last summer in the Far East, 
called attention to the fact that 
the United States is committed ' 
to the defense of'Japan, the Phil- 
ippine Islands, Australia and New 
Zealand. | 

“But, aseit stands today, we 
have guaranteed either too much 
or too little,” he said. 4 

Poised for an invasion of South- 
east Asia he said, are 250,000 
seasoned Red Chinese troops. - 

Of this threat to Burma and 
Indochina, he said: 

“If we wait for an attack by 
Red China upon Southeast Asia 
and then take the case to the 
United Nations, the Russians will 
stalemate action until all is lost. 

“If the free world does not 
take action to prevent that Chi- 
nese invasion, I make the proph- 
ecy that the world will face the 
greatest catastrophe of. our time. 

“Three hundred million people 
-—twice the population of the 
United States—would be lost to 
Communism. 

“Raw materials essential to our 
survival would fall into the hands 
of the Soviet.”

Can Take A-Bomb

Navy expects to have an atomic- 
powered supercarrier by about 
1960 that will be able to cruise 
at top speed “almost indefinitely.”

bomb now to a point 600 miles 
from its home base and return. 


The job could be done, he said, 
by the new Savage jet-combina- 
tion bomber, capable of flying at 
better than 350 miles an hour 
with a 10,000-pound bomb load.

Truman Urged to Reveal Plans | 
On Feb. 5 Before Top Democrats 


Executive Group of

Meets Then — Stevenson, Kerr and Ke- 
fauver Complicate Nomination Picture.

HE executive committee of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee is meeting in Washington on Feb. 5. At the moment, the 
President is being strongly pressed by Democratic leaders of 


all colors to tell this gathering of the faithful whether he will run. 


There is considerable hope that 


he may do so, and if he does, 


many leaders now expect him to take himself out of the race, 


Already, he is rather authorita- 
tively reported to have told more 
than one insider that he has firm- 


ly decided against trying for a 
third term. Mrs. Truman, always 
opposed to another candidacy for 
her husband, is reputed to have a 
strong pledge from him. And cer- 
tain shrewd and normally sensi- 
ble politicians are actually sug- 
gesting that the President, whose 
favorite predecessor is John 
Adams, means to imitate Adams’s 
famous example of going from 
the White House to Congress. 
May Run for Senate. 
According to this astonishing 
theory, Truman, while still Presi- 
dent, may run for the Missouri 
Senate seat now held by the Taft 
Republican, James Kem. And if 
elected, on next inauguration day 
he will then step down in the 
most literal sense, from the presi- 
dential rostrum to the Senate 


| floor. It must be added that the 


theory is chiefly interesting as 
illustration of the noises that may 
be heard in the cave of the winds 
which is Washington. 


Even the more reasonable re- 
ports can only be tested by events. 


.There is no doubt at all that the 


President is being pressed to de- 
clare himself. There is no doubt 
at all that an increasing number 
of those close to him think he will 
declare himself pretty soon, and 
that he will then say he does not 
want another term. But there is 
no certainty whatever that the 
President will actually yield to 
these pressures, or, if he does 
yield, will do what his friends now 
expect. 


Nomination Problem Growing. 

Nonetheless, there is also no 
doubt that the problem of the 
Democratic nomination is grow- 
ing more interesting by the day. 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee has already announced his 
own candidacy without waiting for 
the President to make up his 
mind. Kefauver plainly gambled 
on the theory that the President

Meanwhile, with a more 
tentative and conciliatory gesture, 
Senator Robert S. Kerr of Okla- 
homa is also tossing his hat in 
the ring. 

The occasion is the Midwest - 
Democratic conference, where 
Senator Kerr is delivering a 
tough, old-style keynote speech, 
full of pride in the Democrats and 
scorn for the Republicans. The 
speech is also intended as the 
keynote of the Senator’s own 
campaign for the party’s presiden- 
tial nomination. It will be fol- 
lowed by another keynote speech 
to the pre-primary convention of 
the Nebraska Democrats, after 
which Nebraska State Chairman 
William Meyer is expected to 
enter Senator Kerr’s name in the 
Nebraska primary. Besides Meyer, 
Kerr also has Iowa State Chair- 
man Jake More and Kansas Na- 
tional Committeeman Carl Rice 
in his corner. 


Depends on President. 


Unlike Kefauver’s, Kerr’s dis- 
tinctly dark horse candidacy is on 
the basis that he will not run if 
the President wants to run. But 
it is an active candidacy, which in 
turn differentiates it from what 
may be called the passive candi- 
dacy of Gov. Adlai Stevénson: of 
Illinois. As near as can be made 
out, the Stevenson position is that 
he will run if the President wants 
him to, and will not run if not 
asked to do so. 

At this critical juncture, how- 
ever, the President has invited 
Gov. Stevenson to Washington, 
and has spent a long afternoon 
discussing politics with him. These 
facts alone make the Stevenson 
candidacy the most interesting of 
the three.

As thotgh it were not causing trouble enough 
in Iran, in Egypt and its cold war against Israel, 
Arab nationalism now has flared up as open 
revolution against the French in Tunisia. Sick of 
the long drain of the Indochinese colonial war, 
Paris has decided to crush the new uprising in 
short order. Even jet planes have been sent out 


’ against the rebels. 


such strong-arm tactics can restore 

“order” in this part of North Africa. But they 
are hardly calculated to remove the fundamen- 
tal grievances underlying the Arab revolt 
against the West. Nationalist orators may be 
silenced as Habib Bourguiba, the leader of the 
Tunisian Neodestour party, and his lieutenants 
were silenced by transporting them to an island 
prison. And their followers may be dispersed. 
Bat they already have their spokesmen in the 
high, councils of the world. Representatives of 
the Philippines, Egypt, Syria, Iraq, Yemen, Leb- 
anon, Saudi Arabia, Afghanistan, Burma, Indo- 
nesia, India and Pakistan have asked the United 


Nations to take over the Tunisian case. 


_ The new French Government is against this. 
But it will have a hard time convincing the other 
‘world powers that France should be allowed to 
handle the affair by old-fashioned imperialist 
methods. The United States, for example, has 
been friendly to Bourguiba. He has been a 
Voice of America speaker. Can Washington now 
afford to leave him completely at the mercy 
of the French? What would such a decision do 
to our propaganda for freedom? 


Admittedly all the North African and Middle 
Eastern outbreaks are complicated. Most of these 
Arab states are too backward to play a complete- 
ly independent role in a world as precarious as 
ours. They really need a measure of political, 
social and economic tutelage. But they profound- 
ly distrust those who would be their mentors. 


Nominally Tunis has a measure of independ- 
ence under its bey. But the Tunisians feel that 
the French really have been calling: the tune, 
and that it has been a French tune. Now they 
want an all-Tunisian government with only for- 
eign affairs and defense in French hands. 


' Maybe the time has come for France to give 
up European representation in the Tunisian par- 
liament and cabinet and to restrict the power 
of the French governor-general. Negotiations 
could lead to other devices for the protection of 
French interests and investments. A conciliatory 
policy promises a co-operative relationship. Re- 
pression can only delay the reckoning. 
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Only 200 Years to Go 


The leaning tower of Pisa has always been a 
great worry to us, all°the more so, now that 
calculations show it will fall in exactly 200 years. 

Why we are so troubled about this graceful 
architectural freak is not quite clear. Maybe be- 
cause it has been obvious for 800 years that 
something had better be done about it, and that 
in all that time nobody has managed to do it. 

Of course the tower might be wrecked almost 
any time by a bomb, atomic or old-fashioned. 
Which is another matter about which nobody 
seems to get much done. 
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Everybody’s Job of Learning 

An increasing awareness of what individual 
citizens owe to their public schools is one of the 
moving reasons why the National Citizens Com- 
mission for Public Schools is meeting for its 
third year, this time in St. Louis. 

The problems of public education have be- 
come most acute at the very moment when 
the welfare of the world requires public educa- 
tion to be doing its best possible job. There are 
too few teachers, and too fnany of those few 
are poorly prepared, holding substandard certifi- 
cates which are accepted only because of the 
emergency. Teachers are paid too little. Schools 
are crowded and buildings are inadequate. In 
the rural areas redistricting is needed, to im- 
prove consolidation of schools. 

These and other problems which press upon 
the public school system call for the enlightened 
and personal service of patrons and all other 
interested citizens. Today, more than ever be- 
fore, “What we don’t know can hurt us,” as 
George Gallup, one of the members of the Na- 
tional Citizens Committee, observed in a pro- 
vocative article in The New York Times. 

“The most disturbing fact about the present 
American scene,” Mr. Gallup wrote, “is the ig- 
norance on the part of a large segment of our 
population regarding issues vital te their very 
existence. . . . Today for the first time I must 
confess that I am concerned lest lack of infor- 
mation lead the-American people to decisions 
which they will:regret.” A cause of this sad 
state of affairs, in so far as public education is 
concerned, is, according to Mr. Gallup, that 
“educators have succeeded admirably in making 
learning dull and lifeless in this era of universal 
education.” 

To give learning a consuming interest—which 


, 


. it naturally has to. normal people unless they 
are taught otherwise—is one of the vitalizing 


objectives of the National Citizens Commission. 
That is why the commission is giving so much 
attention to such an essentially fascinating means 


. of instruction as television. Working together in 
such ways as this, teachers and citizens offer one 


of the brightest hopes, through restoring educa- 


tion to its rightful eminence in’popular inter- 


est, of restoring the sanity and calm of a world 
wracked by war and the threat of war. 
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In Line of Duty 


There was something symbolic fn the way 
that Robert P. Patterson, who was killed in the 
Elizabeth airliner crash, received his summons 
in 1940 to be Assistant Secretary of War. For 
at the moment the message from the President 
came, he was a reserve officer doing kitchen po- 
lice duty at Plattsburg—emptying garbage cans. 

Mr. Patterson did not consider himself toa 
large a man to supervise the Army’s garbage 
cans. Nor did he consider himself too small to 
go on to supervise the Army’s 100-billon-dollar 
procurement program, to help make the great 
decision on the atomic bomb, or still later, to be 
President Truman’s Secretary of War. 

Politics no more than other personal consid- 
erations ever kept him from duty. He was a 
lifelong Republican, first named to the federal 


bench in New York by President Hoover. Yet . 


he seldom worked at politics, and never worked 
at it while he served under two Democratic Ad- 
ministrations in the cause of national defense. 
In 1947 Mr. Patterson returned to private 
law practice, wheré his activities aroused criti- 
cism on two occasions. One was when he went 
to Germany to represent German coal and steel

We may well hope that in time they will do 
this, but if they do so, it should be on their own 
initiative and not because the United States 
promoted it from the outside. — : 

The Dulles proposal, if attempted, would not 
only doubtless fail. It would inevitably have an 
adverse affect within Russia. It would make 
the mission of the Voice of America that much 
more difficult. 2 

We all know the revulsion of the American 
people against the Kremlin’s efforts to under- 
mine democracy in this country. This is written 
in the record of the postwar years. 


Americans need to be clear on just what the 
objectives of the struggle with Communism are, 
The goal is not to destroy Communism where 
it has taken root, for we have neither the right 
nor the responsibility to tell other peoples what 
system of society they shall adopt. The great 
and attainable goal is to bulwark those peoples 
who still can make a free choice—to help them 
solve their problems in such a way that they 
will not be driven to Communism by despera- 
tion. 

Surely we have enough faith in our own way 
of life to believe that if the choice is genuinely 
free, ours can compete successfully against any 
other. 

For John Foster Dulles to make his proposal 
is amazing. 
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Miscarriage of Justice 

Harold Coleman, 3931 Childress avenue, was 
held up and robbed of $20 last September in 
Forest Park.

It will be understandable if 
he goes west with a low opinion of St. Louis 
justice. 
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Rules for Secretaries 

In what may have been a moment of exhilara- 
tion, Secretary of the Navy Dan Kimball de- 
parted from the text of a speech at Milwaukee 
to lay down some rules of conduct for Govern- 
ment officials and citizens. 

For citizens, his rule was that if they are un- 
able to show the Government how to improve 
its operations, they should keep their mouths 
shut. In short: no criticism. 

As to Government officials, he suggested that 
they should either “deliver the goods” or “get 
to hell out of office.” 

We can think of one. more rule; which would 
apply particularly to Secretaries of the Navy. 
To-wit: Secretaries. of the Navy should not go 
around threatening what the Navy is going to 
do by way of “carrying the war to the enemy” 
if truce negotiations fail in Korea. 

Mr. Kimball’s predecessor, who also had a 
gift for discussing high strategy in public 
speeches, distinguished himself by advocating a 
preventive war. And, as.Mr,. Kimball might well 
reflect, where Ex-Secretary Matthews is today. 
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Lawyers for the Smith Act’s Repeal 

The list of organizations fiy-favor of repeal of 
the Smith Act, which makes it a criminal offense 
to espouse and advocate a political philosophy, 
is growing and growing impressively: We recent- 
ly called attention to the stand against the 1940 
law taken by the Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations, the Americans for Democratic Action 
and the American Civil Liberties Qnion. To 
these the National Lawyers Gutid Bhould be 
added. 

At its recent convention,.which elected Earl 
B. Dickerson. of Chicago president, the Law- 
yers’ Guild declared that the Supreme Court ‘in 
its decision in the Dennis case for the first time 
in our history upheld the attempted suppression 
of a political party. Alarmed at this and other 
signs -of a develcping “police state,” this organi- 
zation of lawyers resolved: - 


For the foregoing reasons, we call upon 
Congress to repeal the Smith Act, the Attor- 
ney General to cease prosecutions there- 
under and the President to pardon the vic- 
tims. We further urge the Supreme Court 
to overrule the Dennis case and restore the 
First Amendment to its rightful place in our 
constitutional democracy.

In the office of Harold Baynton, a Neva- 
dan who is an Assistant United States 
Attorney General in charge of the Office 
of Alien Property, $300,000,000 worth of 
alien assets seized by the Government 
during the war are controlled. Charges 
of graft, favoritism and bungling have 
already begun to fly, and Senators like 
Alexander Wiley and Joseph McCarthy of 
Wisconsin are calling for a full-scale inves- 
tigation. 

The Government assumed control of 
enemy-owned companies by taking over 
their capital stock. It does not manage 
the companies directly, but votes its stocks 
like any private stockholder. 


The head of Alien Property picks direc- 
tors to represent the stock, and so when 
the Government owns a controlling inter- 
est he is effectively 
in control of the com- 
pany. 

The directors se- 
lect the corporation's 
officials and  law- 
yers, who may earn 
extremely large sal- 
aries and fees. 

Some of the com- 
panies were links in 
international cartels, 
often with big Amer- 
ican companies. 
Some are profitable 
enterprises which 
American business

The issue finally came before the Sen- 
ate when Senator Wiley proposed an 
amendment to the peace declaration with 
Germany which would allow United States 
citizens whose property had been vested 
to reopen their suits against the Govern- 
ment even if they had previously settled.

Wiley later said that he had been 
prompted by the case of Ernest Halbach, 
a United States citizen who had held a 
controlling interest in General Dyestuff.

for Farben. 

Halbach’s connection with the Farben 
cartel was traced in detail in evidence pre- 
sented to the Kilgore Committee on Elim- 
ination of German Resources for War six 
years ago. 

Oddly enough, after the settlement, the 
Office of Alien Property kept Halbach on 
as a consultant .to General Dyestuff and 
paid him up to $83,000 a year until Decem- 
ber 1950, when he voluntarily retired with 
a lifetime annual pension of $18,000. 

The original decision to keep Halbach 
on the payroll was made by Leo Crowley, 
then Custodian of Alien Property. 

In January 1951, Halbach filed a motion 
in the District Court of New Jersey to 
reopen the case. The motion was based 
on an affidavit by Crowley charging gross 
misconduct and duress on the part of 
government officials in dealing with Hal- 
bach. 


Crowley’ s affidavit said that “a powerful 
group” in Washington “contrived constant 
pressure upon me as Alien Property Cus- 
todian to remove Halbach” from General 

estuff. | 

his was “one of the shameful injus- 
tices of the war,” Crowley charged. 

The Justice Department asked Crowley 
to furnish details and namies. 

What Crowley sai#i in a deposition on 
April 3, 1951, weakened several of the 
main points in his affidavit. 

The “powerful group” turned out to be 
Crowley’s subordinates. Crowley with- 
drew the word “powerful.” 

He admitted that “constant pressure” 
was “maybe a little bit too strong.” The 
“pressure” turned out to be mainly news- 
paper stories criticizing ‘Crowley for per- 
mitting Halbach to remain as virtual man- 
ager of General Dyestuff 

After that, Halbach could not reopen 
his suit. But in July 1951, Crowley, who 
is now chairman of the board of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, sent a letter 
to Senator Wiley, drawing his attention to 
the injustice he alleged had been done to 
Halbach. Wiley gave Crowley credit for 
promoting his intercession in Halbach’s

Between Book Ends 


How to Skip While Reading 
HOW TO GET MORE OUT OF YOUR READING, 
by Norman Lewis. (Doub‘edey & Ce., 425 pgs., $3.95.) 
There are now, as in ancient time, per- 
sons who, like the Ethiopian of great 
authority, when asked “Understandeth 
thou what thou readest?” are foreed te 
answer, “How can I~ except’ some’ mai 
should guide me?” It is for the guidance 
of such that Norman Lewis has written 
a book designed to help them read with 
greater efficiency and therefore greater 

understanding. 

The trouble with many-is that they do 
not acquire understanding because they 
don’t know how to read. They fail to dis- 
cover and follow an author’s pattern of 
thinking, to synthesize and retain what 
has been read. Mr. 
Lewis, whose profes- 
sion is teaching 
methods of reading, 
tells how to remove 
obstacles to creative 
and purposeful read- 
ing. Then he goes 
on to give training, 
chapter on chapter, 
in doing it the right 
way, saving three 
fourths of the time 
that it now takes, 
and gaining by sav- 
ing. 

Mr. Lewis’ admo- 
nitian is to skim, 
brother, skim. But skim the right way. 
There is a how and when to that, how to 
skim over the details and the generaliza- 
tions and to pin-point the author’s mes- 
sage. 

In .this and. other partieulars it is not 
exactly easy. It involves systematic and 
intensive study in developing automatic 
habits of perceiving, reacting to, and accu- 
rately following the pattern of thinking 
which shapes a reading. selection. The 
book is not hard to read, and the discip-

 Jine it imposes is highly worth while for 


those who are less than satisfied with 
their approach and their reaction to-prob- 
lems of meaning. and implication. 

The argument for skimming is that by 
so doing the essence of the material can 
be extracted without reading all of it, 
with a saving of up to 75 per cent of 
reading time. The first step is to project 
the probable content from the title and 
subtitle.

HE HEART-RENDING problem of the prisoners of war in Korea 
need never have arisen. With reasonable care in Tokyo and 


Washington the problem would not have arisen. 


We have captured some consid- 
erable nmumber of North Korean 
and Chinese troops who do not 
wish to be returned to the Com- 
munist governments. 

Some of them have déserted to 
our lines because they were lured 
by our leaflets, promising them 
security. 
have been tattooed with anhti- 
Communist. slogans by other 
Chinese in our 
camps. We can- 
not in ‘honor 
and decency 
force these pris- 
oners of war to 
go back to what 
for many of 
them would be. 
torture or death. . 
But with a little 
foresight and 
common sense } 
we would. have 


had no prison- Lippmann. 


ers of war who could not be, 


repatriated. We would have re- 
leased them long ago. We would 
be holding no prisoners of war 
today who could not be ex- 
changed. 

The anti-Communist Chinese 
would be on their way to For- 
mosa. The anti-Communist North 
Koreans would have disappeared 
amonr the South Korean popula- 
tion. 

Instead of doing that we have 
not only detained them as prison- 
ers of war, but we have actually 
transmitted their names to the 
enemy authorities. By this monu- 
mental piece of stupidity we have 
made it certain that even if the 
enemy were to agree to our posi- 
tion that no prisoner must be 
forced to go home, those who do 
not now choose to go home have 
to realize that their families are 
marked and in danger. 


Treaties on War Prisoners. 


We have also made it virtually 
impossible for the Communist 
governments to agree to an ex- 
change of prisoners. For now—if 
they agree to our demands—it 
wijl be known and it will be pub- 
lished to the world exactly how 
many of their own soldiers have 
turned against them, each of them 
identified by name and by regi- 
ment. 

Had we had the sense not to 
list the anti-Communists as pris- 
oners of war, and to let them out 
of the camps, there would have 
been no problem of prestige or 
propaganda involved in the hu- 
mane business of exchanging these 
prisoners. 

On Aug. 12, 1949, a year before 
the Korean war began, 59 gov- 
ernments signed treattes dealing 
with the protection of the victims 
of war. The third-of the treaties 
has to do with prisoners, and it 
is the existing law by which we 
live. It is plain that the treaty 
does not contemplate the problem 
we now have before us in Korea 
—namely, how not to repatriate 
prisoners who do not wish to go 
home. 

It is strange that the treaty 
says nothing about this problem 
in view of the horrible experience 
at the end of the second World 
War, to which the Alsop brothers 
have just ‘called attention, when 
nearly a thousand Russians who) 
had been prisoners in Germany | 
committed suicide while they 
were being forcibly repatriated to 
Russia.

’ = | Aid then, in Article 118, the 
“| treaty says that “prisoners of war 


shall be released and repatriated 
without delay a*ter the c-ssation 
of active hostilities.” There is not 
awor in th treaty about volun- 
tary repatriation. 


When we were -writing the 
treaty we were thinking only 
about how to get people we are 
intereste in back home if they 
were captverd, and not about 
what to do with men we might 
capture who did not. wish to go 
home. 


As soon as we began to take 
prisoners in the Korean war, we 
began to have men who would 
never, who could never, go hcme 
again. This has been evident 
from the start. It is not some 
unexpected new development of 
the past few weeks. It has been 
our open and avowed policy to 
persuade North Koreans and Chi- 
nese to desert~to us. 


How, then, could the State De- 
partment, which negctiated the 
Geneva conventions, have failed 
to explain to the Pentagon and 
to Tokyo the legal trap in which 
these defecting and deserting 
Chinese and North Koreans were 
caught? Once the legal situation 
was realized, the remedy was ob- 
vious: 


Choice No Longer Free. 


It was to open the trap and to 
let the prisoners out. For there 
is ncthing in the convention 
which expressly forbids such a 
humane and sensible way of deal- 
ing equitably with a treaty which 
is in its strict letter unjust and 


irrelevant. 


Now that the names of our 
prisoners have been transmitted 
to the enemy, the problem is ex- 
tremely difficult to solve. There 
is an ingenious proposal to build 


a large stockade on the armistice 
line, to put all the prisoners from 
both sides within it, and then to 
open the gates going north and 
going south, letting each man 
make his own choice. It would 
be a pleasant surprise if the Com- 
munists agreed to that. We must, 
however, remember that having 
listed all the prisoners we hold, 
not all who would prefer to come 
to cur side have a. truly free 
choice any longer. Their fam- 
iliés are now hostages. 

An enormous blunder has been 
committed by our own officials. 
It is not the first of their great 
and critical blunders in the con- 
duct of this war. Eefore the war 
in Korea is renewed and en- 
larged, there should be an ac- 
counting to the people.

‘People Fighting the People.’ 

Gov. Val Peterson of Nebraska 
expressed fear that the credit of 
the state might be impaired, if 
difficulties were forced on its 
public power agencies through 
the bureau’s requirements. He 
objected that the situation 
amounted to “the people fighting 
the people,” with public funds in- 
volved on both sides. 

If the controversy is not set- 
tled, he warned, some one may 
make an effort in the Nebraska 
legislature to consolidate all the 
Nebraska power agencies into a 
single state-wide agency. He said 
he would object to any such move. 
Previously Peterson had told a 
session of the Missouri River 
States Committee: “There is a 
feeling by some of our people in 
‘ Nebraska that the Bureau of 
lamation is riding rough-shod in 
power.” 

In his comments to Interagen- 
cy, of*which he is a member, 
Peterson said he feared the bu- 
reau might be approaching an 
effort to take over all power in 
the Missouri basin, to which he 
would object strenuously. Batson 
denied this. 

Public Power State. 

Nebraska is the nation’s only 
state entirely serviced by public 
power. Nearly half of the supply 
is distributed by the Omaha Pub- 
lic Power District, more than a 
quarter by Consumers Public 
Power District of Columbus, and 
the balance chiefly by rural co- 
operatives, except for a rather 
limited amount by smaller mu- 
nicipalities. 

‘It has been anticipated that 
Nebraska would qualify, under 
the federal rule of preference to 
public distributors, for the lion’s 
share of the power output of the 
Army Engineer dams going up in 
the Dakotas. However, Batson re- 
ported that so far not a single 
kilowatt of energy Has been con- 
tracted for in Nebraska. 

Negotiations have been going 
on for more than a year for con- 
tracts between the Nebraska 
agencies and the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation. Various contract drafts } 
have been rejected by one side or || 
the other. This impasse followed 
a controversy among the Nebras- 
ka agencies themselves over the 
handling of federal power distri- 
bution. 

State Agencies’ Arguments. 
Among the arguments made by 
the state agencies against the 
bureau’s proposals were these: 

Municipalities would be pro- 
hibited from using profits of 
federally supplied power to 
offset the tax burden for or- 
dinary city services.

It was generally accepted there

typewriter that would type just 
like thé old one. It said this in- 
dicated that Chambers, his prin- 
cipal accusér, could somehow have 
forged the documents.

“Of course, if the United States 
equips Chiang to return to pow- 
er, it also should insist that he 
institute reforms for the benefit 
of the people.”

The CAB said, in its accident 
investigation report, that the 
probable cause of the accident 
was “the failure of the flight, for 
undetermined reason, to maintain 
the specified minimum night alti- 
tude”—4000 feet on that partic- 
ular route. 

The plane crashed at an alti- 
tude of about 2740 feet. 

“The pilot had flown the route | 
no less than 1300 times and knew 
it and its weather thoroughly,” 
the report said. 

The plane was 15 minutes late 
out of San Francisco and 12 min- 
utes late out of Santa Maria, the 
report noted.

DEMARA USED THE NAME and credentials of 
Dr. Joseph C. Cyr of Grand Falls, New Brunswick, 
to get his surgeon’s commission, much as he had 
mised academic records of others in his other 
phony roles. 


Newspaper accounts of his spectacularly success- 
ful operations on wounded Korean soldiers led to 
discovery of the fraud: last November, and .the 
Canadian Navy brought him home and quietly 
discharged him. 


Demara, who concedes he “always wanted short- 
cuts,” previously passed himself off as various 
noted scholais, attended educational conclaves, was 
a deputy sheriff, American soldier and sailor and 
twice a hospital orderly. 


As a one-time psychology professor at St. Mar- 
tin’s College in Lacey, Wash., Demara said “I just 
kept ahead of the class. The best way to learn 
anything is to teach it.”

HIS STORY, which Life says has “stood up” 
against careful checking, relates these experiences 
as a “doctor”: 

When commissioned as a surgeon-lieutenant last 
March, his first duty was at the sick bay in Hali- 
fax’s naval hospital. By consulting books, he han- 
died routine cases with ease and treated some 
psychiatric patients. 

.““‘There’s no mystery about psychiatry,” he said. 
“Anybody with common sense could practice it.”

ASSIGNED to the destroyer Cayuga, his first 
problem arose when the ship’s skipper, Comdr, 
dames Plomer, heeded a tooth pulled.

“That night I stayed in my cabin, reading up on 
dentistry, which was all new to me. In the morning, 
I shot the skipper’s jaw full of novocain and out 
came the tooth; no trouble at all.”

HIS FIRST SERIOUS CASE came one day in 
September when a wounded South Korean soldier 
was brought aboard from a junk with a bullet 
near his heart. 

“T couldn’t have been nervous, even if I felt 
like it,” Demara said. “Practically everyone on the 
ship was standing there watching me.” 

After administering pentcthal sodium as an 
anesthetic, Demara worked swiftly, opening the 
chest with incisions above the heart and along the 
breastbone. 

“I kept one basic prin:iple in my mind,” he said. 
“The less cutting you do, the less patching up you 
have to do afterward.”

AFTER FINDING THE BULLET within a frac- 
tion of an iach from the heart, Demara said, “I 
was afraid he’d hemorrhage when I took out the 
bullet. But he didn’t. I pulled it out and slipped 
some celfoam, a coagulating agent, into the wound 
and it clotted almost immediately.” 


Demara sewed up the incisions, wrapped the 
chest tightly, gave the man an injection of a 
million and a half units of penicillin and 12 hours 
later the man walked off the ship. 

Demara also told of performing other operations 
in Korea, including a lung removal. He did this 
after reading accounts of such an operation on 
King George of England.

tion in reverse. One by one, at 
intervals of several minutes, they 
slipped out the door into the 
night, walking briskly away, 
keeping to the shadows. 

The precautions were thorough 
enough to prevent neighborhood 
detection of the cell headquar- 
ters. I also took precautions of 
my own. After the meeting I 
trudged up the stairs, climbed 
a narrow stairway to the unfin- 
ished attic, picked my way across 
the open beams to the end of the 
room where stood a huge cedar 
closet. I reached for a concealed 
latch, swung the entire closet 
outward on its heavy hinges, and 
passed through the false end wall 
of the loft into my F.B.I. opera- 
tive’s unit. Here, in a tiny room 
with a window screened by the 
big elm, compactly equipped with 
typewriter, dictating machine, 
photographic equipment, I filed 
my report to th- br-eau, 

ATTENDED cell meetings of 
different types — educational, 
cultural, social—in many differ- 

ent localities. There were sessions 
at Nat Mill’s apartment in Boston. 
The identity of more and more 
Communists was revealed to me. 
I branched out inte communities 
like Brookline and Dorchester. 
One unusual series of gatherings 
was held in a sumptuous apart- 
ment near the Harvard yard— 
their apparent purpose, to make 
available to select Harvard men 
a place for entertainment, liquor 
and the companionship of well 
groomed, aochhistionted. young 
Communist girls. Eva and I went 
to several parties there, where 
the affluence was tastefully dis- 
heal and controlled, the liquor 
flowed freely, and political 
“liberalism” was leavened with 
sophistry, popular music for con- 
noisseurs of jazz and the comforts 
of deep sofas. 

Billed always by the party as 
a Baptist youth leader—the rea- 
son for the comrades’ interest in 


my church activities—I was kept 
busy in front organizations, es- 
pecially in the effort to gain con- 
trol over the Youth for Victory 
Council. My professional acquaint- 
ances, through my job with Harry 
Browning and the M. & P. Thea- 
ters, were immensely useful to 
the party. For the most part they 
were motion picture publicists, 
advertising men, newspaper writ- 
ers and editors, and radio execu- 
tives. Mr. Browning’s office be- 
came the headqvarters of the 
New England entertainment indus- 
try’s War Activities Committee, 
with the primary task .of pro- 
moting patriotic campaigns. Since 
the Communist party at this time 
was also dedicated to the win- 
ning of the war, I was in a most 
advantageous position, for the 
party and for the F.B.I. 


I was able to secure free radio 
time for the Youth for Victory 
group; I wrote radio scripts, pre- 
pared news releases under party 
direction, secured the assistance 
of the Office of War Information 
in some of the Communist cam- 
paigns, and served on the. edi- 
torial board of “The Youth for 
Victory News.” I organized and 
staged rallies and fund-raising 
dinners. So thoroughly respect- 
able was my front that at one 
big Communist-sponsored rally— 
without the Communist label, of 
course—I was able to obtain the 
services of a snappy Catholic 
Youth Organization band.

‘To Fly in the Face of Providence.’ 


O “fly in the face of Provi- 
T dence” is to act contrary to 

Divine or natural law; or, in 
the instances of everyday living 
to which this phrase would apply, 
it is to ignore the inevitable con- 
sequences of an action to which 
one feels impelled. 

This expression reverses the 
usual experience of this column’s 
readers, who have become accus- 
tomed to finding what sounds like 
a bit of modern slang to be pro- 
verbial expression with a history 
of centuries. This time a phrase 
with an old-fashioned flavor’ 
seems to be modern, or at least 
to turn up no older usage ir print 
than its appearance under date 
of 1894. This occurs in the work 
of Sabine Baring-Gould, an Eng- 
lish clergyman who left the writ- 
ing scene as recently as 1924, 
having enjoyed the long life span 
since 1834. 

However, the idea of personify- 
ing Providence in this way, men- 
tion of the “face” of Providence, 
came long before, in the allusion 
of William Cowper, the eighteenth 
century poet, to a “frowning 
Providence.” Here is its context: 
“Judge not the Lord by feeble 

sense, 
But trust Him for his Grace; 
Behind a frowning Providence 
He hides a smiling face.”

URING ancient times people 
De Rome and a few other 
places used to cut under- 
ground tombe known as “cata- 
.” These were hollowed out 

of rock and they served as 
resting places for millions of the 


ROME was, and is, the chief 
‘center of catacombs. Almost. all 
of the Christian catacombs there 
“were made between the yéars 100 


believed to have been éut 
40 years after the crucifixion 
Jesus. 

The Catacombs of St. Sebastian 
are looked upon as perhaps the 
most important. During a visit.in 
Rome, I went through them with 
40 persons. Each of us was given 
a thin candle about six inches 
long, and we ted the candies 
as we entered first dark tun- 
nel.
